Sec. 1. RCW9.94A 631 and 1984 ¢ 209 s 11 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) If an offender violates any condition or requirenent of a
sentence, a comunity corrections officer may arrest or cause the
arrest of the offender without a warrant, pending a determ nation by
the court or a departnent of corrections hearing officer. |If there is
reasonabl e cause to believe that an offender has violated a condition
or requirenent of the sentence, a_comunity corrections officer_ nay
require an offender ((ray—be—requi+red)) to submt to a search and
seizure of the offender's person, residence, autonobile, or other
personal property.

(2) For the safety and security of departnent staff, an offender
may be required to submt to pat searches, or other limted security
searches, by conmmunity corrections officers, correctional officers, and

ot her agency approved staff, wi thout reasonable cause, when in or on
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departnent prem ses, qgrounds, facilities, or vehicles, or while
preparing_to_enter departnent prem ses, grounds, facilities, or
vehicles. Pat searches of offenders shall be conducted only by staff
who are_ the sane_gender as_the_ offender, except in_ energency
situations.

(3) Acomunity corrections officer may al so arrest an of fender for
any crime commtted in his or her presence. The facts and
ci rcunstances of the conduct of the offender shall be reported by the
community corrections officer, with recommendations, to the court or
departnment of corrections hearing officer.

|f a community corrections officer arrests or causes the arrest of
an offender under this section, the offender shall be confined and
detained in the county jail of the county in which the offender was
taken into custody, and the sheriff of that county shall receive and
keep in the county jail, where room is available, all prisoners
delivered to the jail by the community corrections officer, and such
of fenders shall not be released from custody on bail or personal
recogni zance, except upon approval of the court or _authorized
departnent staff, pursuant to a witten order
